Good afternoon folks!

(We got the crystal filter assembly rebuilt and reinstalled, 
but not without some problems... Now were ready to move on....)

In todays installment of our ongoing serial epic: :-) 


BFO and IF can rebuilding 101. 
This one is short because I've been to darn busy to do much with 
this radio.... :-) 


The BFO and IF cans on this old radio all had to be redone because 
the wires were falling apart and they were all full of years of 
crud. 


The BFO is slightly harder because of the freq. adjust cap mounted 

on one side of the can. Removing the nut and spacers allows this to 

be moved into the center area of the can. cutting the lead to the 

tube grid cap allows it to come free. Remove four screws that hold 

the upper internal ceramic plate in place and with a plain unsharpened 
pencil and a rubber mallet the whole thing can be xgently* tapped out of 
the external can. 


I scrubbed the ceramic surfaces and the caps with soap and a soft 
tooth brush to remove most of the dirt. Rubbing alcohol and the 
same toothbrush removed the gummy stuff water didn't budge. 

Once cleaned up, all the wire leads were replaced with new 

color coded wires. The internal grid leak cap and resistor were 
left intact because they tested OK, and the values are not that 
critical anyway. Putting it back together is a little tricky, 

but not bad with a tiny pair of really long nose pliers to help 
guide the grid cap wire back through the correct hole in the can. 
Don't forget the cap spacers and fiber insulating plate. 


The two IF cans got essentially the same treatment. 


Be careful attaching new lead wires to these things, the coil 
windings are LITZ wire and very fragile. Except for the grid cap 
wire which routes out the side of each can, I left 12-18" tails on 
all the other wires (coming out the bottom.) You can shorten them 
later, but end up with one an inch too short and you will be upset 
at yourself... :-) 


The BFO and IF cans are back in the chassis at this point, and 
glutton for punishment that I am, I reinstalled the front panel to 
check control clearances, etc. 


The whole thing is starting to look like a radio again, even if it 
has lots of wires just hanging out the bottom right now.

I don't think I have a RME-152 book, but the other day I saw an article on 
converting them to SS -- send an SASE and 1$ if you want me to find it and 
make you a copy. (Don't tell Jack). 


The RME-152 and -152a s were mainstays of 6 and 2M activity prior to about 
1956 (Before Ike's heart attack) when crystal controlled numbers like Tecraft, 


and finally cheap, xtal controlled items like International Crystal and Ameco 
took over. My review of some obscure VHF publications showed the '152 as 
common as the Military SCR-522 TX. 


These old styles like the '152 tune the whole band to a specific place on 
the HF spectrum -- usually 7 mc and often somewhere in the BCB. A comprable 
product was the Gonset Tri-Band AC and a rare but comproble one would be the 
Ladd, invented by the same guy who did the Whippany Labs Lill Lulu series of 
6M TX and RXs. Crystal controlled converters, conversely, make , say 6M 
appear at 20. Thus 14.110 would be the frequency that would get you in 
trouble on a modern converter system.

unfortunately this Logbook has no identification of the ship at all. there 
is a place on the first page for marking this, but it is blank, as are 
most pages of the book. it seems the gear was installed, tested, 

then deactivated; as if the ship never sailed. 


some 70 radios were installed in Radio 1, Radio 2, Radio 3 and the 

CIC on June 10, 1945, by "New York Ship". strangely, the "Location 

On Board" field lists "C-412-3AL" as the location for all. the only 
indication of use is 3 pages of transmitter control settings, each page 
titled "_Cross_Roads_". 

Then, after many blank pages of log and chart pages, 6 pages of 

lists of equipment "deactivated in accordance with Bremerton Group 
instructions." also there is a sentence about Radio 4, not mentioned 
before, not having antennas installed at present. ( is this an emergency 
radio room? ) one of the transmitters is Navy type TDE, which GE's 

book _Men and Volts at War_ says was designed for destroyer-escorts, 

i don't know if that was true. ( the type-letters did not really represent 
any words, as GE's example of the TDE might seem to suggest, the letter 
groups were assigned serially, only the first letter designated the purpose of 
the unit. ) 

this is a fine looking book and i am thinking one of such from some ship 
actually in combat operations would be fascinating ( well, for me anyway ) 
to peruse. 1 wonder if they went to Naval archives, or were surplused out 
with the rest of the junk.

I have been picking the local lowfers brains for best reception of 
Grimton. They have come up with: 

You must be in a low radio noise area, even if you have to drive to 
one and use a battery powered receiver. A good site would be on a hill 
miles from cities and power lines. 

The best antenna is a tuned frame or loop, because of its directional 
property and especially its null feature. e.g. Grimeton is to the east 
and there is a lightning storm to the south. 

If a loop is followed by a low noise amplifier, the the only limit to 
the signal to noise ratio is due to atmospheric noise and not noise in 
the receiver.
